HE Marqueſ: of Cafte!! Mmcay?, Envoy Extraordinary of Spain, doubts not but that your Lordſhips Deputies 
(which were prelent at the Conference held this Day by the Miniſters of the High Allies) have made a i-ncere 
and true Report of that which was there debated: nevertheleſs, he hath rhought fir ro pur' in Writing that 
which was there repreſented by Diſcourſe ; 4:7. That the ſaid Envoy Extraordinary of Spain was extreaml! 
The troubled and perplext, by reaſon he knew not whether or no he ough to concur in the ſame Sentunents wir 
the Miniſters of the High Allies, or with thoſe of this State ; without due Retfle&ion on his Majeſties Pleaſure and Re- 
ſolutions, The Spaniſh Afﬀairs being tranſated withour regard to the Intereſt of Spatn, of that which reſpeRts its Mo- 
narchy; without Concern for its Honour, or that which 1s duc to the King thereof ; Propoſals of a Peace or a Truce, 
and the partaging of che Spaniſh Netherlands being made in ſuch a manner, as if they belonged to the States General, and 
not to his Catholich Majeſty. Bur having alto conſidered that there were preſent at the aforeſaid Conferences, befides 
your Lordſhips Depuries, the Miniſters of many other Princes and States, who ſeem cordially ro embrace the Intereſts 
of his Catholick Majeſty, and who have the ſame Eſteem for the King his Maſter's Friendſhip, as the King his Maſter 
has for theirs : the ſaid ſubſcribed Envoy Extraordinary therefore 1: tully reſolved ro underſtand che Opinion and Senti- 
mens of the ſaid Miniſters, though perhaps he may meet with a Morritication in defiring che ſame thing from your 
Lordſhips Depuries ; which Mortification will be the more 1ntollerable to the ſaid ſubſcribed Envoy, by reaton of the 
Le&ure vour Lordſhips Deputies have made of the French Ambaſſadors laſt Memorial: in which the Miniſters of the 
Hiph Allies have taken norice that he ſays, Knowing that this State is myre inclined t9 accegt of a Truce than @ 
Peace; which if your Lordhips think conſiſts nore with your Intereſt, His Moſt Chriftian Majeſty gruzs yur Lordſhips the 
Choice, to conclude either a Peace or Truce, according to the Condit;ons ſpecified in his Ambaſſadors Memorial, the 2gth. of 
April. A+ if it belonged to this State, and not to Sparn, whom France makes War upon; or as if this Stare had 
received a full and ample Power from Spain to treat of an Accommodation with France, The ſaid Envoy Extraor- 
dinary of Spain defires ro know, That if France gives to your Lordſhips the Choice of a Peace or a Truce, whither 10ur 
Loardſhips be Maſters of Luxemburz, and of all the other Places and Tor:rs which France demands, and pretends to re- 
tain, or if they belong nor ro the King his Maſter, or if by this Choice France may think that your Lordſhips 
will induce his Catholick Majeſty to agree to the unjuſt and imprafticable Conditions of France, The ſaid ſubſcribed 
Envoy Extraordinary hatch ſeveral rimes declared, and now doth declare unto your Lordſhips, Thar if your Lordfſhips 
ſhall continue to promote ſuch a Deſign, ir will be wholly in vain,: and of no Effe&, and the Reafons which he hach 
already alledged, which concern this State, and the Allies of his Moſt Cathol1ck Majeſty, as may appear by their Mini- 
ſter diſfapproving the late Meaſures vour Lordſhips have taken. 1f then the Periwations of your Lordſhips will be 
wholly incfieCual rg cauſe his Catholick Majeſty ro content to the Propoſals of France, as the ſaid Envoy Extraord! 
hath already declared, and now doth declare unto your Lordfhips, How can your Lordfſhips then undertake to diſpoſe 
of that which is not vour own, the ſo doing belonging to him ro whom it apperrains, and who hath declared he will 
never agree to ſuch Conditions. If France think that your Lordſhips may conſtrain his Catholick Majeſty ro comply 
with Terms wholly inconſiſtent with his Intereſt, which 1f it be done direRly, it will leave this glorious Example to Po- 
ſterity, That thoſe Arms which were firſt rais'd for the Defence of the Spaniſh Netherlands, were afterwards inftru- 
mental in irs Oppreſſion 3 and if indireftly by withdrawing your Troops, then this Stare will be the firſt cha: will feel 
the Eflets of ſuch a Reſolurion. And the ſaid Envoy moſt inſtantly prays your Lordſhip to conſider, that his Ca- 
tholick Majeſty is their Friend, their Allie, and their Confederate, bur nor their Pupil; And, That if your Lordſhips 
continue to treat your Allies as theyzdo, perhaps they wo'nt have one left, when they ſtand in need of many, 
His Majeſty could not worſe reſent the Meaſures your Lordſhips have taken, than by your granting France all 
that he pretends to; for undoubtedly, if ſuch a Grant ſhould rake place, this Stare would be utterly loft withour the 
furure Hope of a Recovery. However, h ' 
© Content to hazard the reſt of his Dominions, ( he having loft the beſt parr thereof ) 2nd by his Conſtancy and Pari- 
ence, wi!l do whar in him lics to hinder this State from finking, which turbulent Spirits endeavour ro compat®. The 
Miniſters of the High Allies have ſufficiently expoſed to your Lordſhips, of what Importance Luxemourg 15 to this Srace, 
and to the Empire, and what Conſequences may follow to both if it be loft, with the Diſpoſition and Readineſs char 
there is to ſuccour it: therefore, ſince thar we are morally allured of irs making a v1gorous Defence, as / 72172 has done, 
and thar thoſe Troops which beficge ir are not equal in Number to thoſe which befieged }r-pmz, and moe winch may 
raiſe the Siege are not at ſuch 2 Diftance 2s thoſe which relieved }/i-rna 3 I'm ſure the Caule 15 as jutt, and we have the 
ſame God to confide in. In the Name of God then, let us not delay to ſuccour a Place whote Contervation 1Tports
